WASHINGTON — (JP) — 


Secretary Wallace of the De- 
partment of Agriculture Mon- 
day announced a cotton plan 
calling for the levying of max- 
imum processing taxes and 
the leasing of up to 10 million 
acres of cotton, contingent up- 
on the willingness of Southern 
planters to co-operate in the 
program. 


The cotton producers will be asked 


to sign contracts offering to lease a 
definite amount of acreage to the 
secretary. 


A special Cotton week campaign, 


will be conducted beginning June 36 
through the Cotton Belt, seeking the 
co-operation of furthers. Unless 2 
million bales of cotton can be taken 
out of'production the secretary said 
he saw no use of applying the pro- 
gram. ,_

process of submitting what is termed 
'Codes of Fair Competition,' where 
codes must be presented to the ad- 
ministrator at Washington for author- 
ization to function. 


"The codes of 
fair 
competition, 


which, in effect, are the By-Laws and 
Trading Rules of the classified indus- 
tries, become as part of the laws of 
the land. The several district courts 
of the United States are invested with 
jurisdiction to prevent and restrain 
violations of any code of fair competi- 
tion. 


"There are some industries which 


are already well organized, such as 
the forest products industry and the 
cotton marketing industry. Each of 
these have a national organization 
which, in the lumber industry,, is 
known as the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers Association. In cotton, the 
organization is known as the Amer- 
ican Cotton Shippers 
Association. 


Under these heads come the classified 
divisions which, in the cotton market- 
ing industry are known by state or 
territorial titles, such as the Arkan- 
sas Cotton Trade Association, the At- 
lantic Cotton Association, the Cali- 
fornia-Arizona Cotton Association, the 
Oklahma State Cotton Exchange, the 
Southern Cotton Shippers Associa- 
tion, and the Texas Cotton Associa- 
tion. There are other well organized 
industries, ,but cotton and lumber are 
named as among those which are well 
established, 


Membership Advised 


'No one is compelled to join a trade 


association, but since policing of con- 
duct will be by the trade association 
vested with Federal power, it appears 
that the expedient thing for the indi- 
vidual to do is to join himself quickly j 
with such association as with which 
his business is allied, 


"While, under the Act, power is 


given to organized industry never be- 
fore claimed, this power cannot be 
used to suppress or discourage the 
weak or small member of such indus-

The Evils of Nepotism 


(Third Prize ?1) 


Editor The Star: There is no single 


factor that has done more to bring 
democratic government into disrepute 
than nepotism. It as the general prac- 
tice in practically all of our divisions 
of government. The use of relatives in 
appointive positions todav is accept- 
ed by many as the proper thing. A 
large part of the evils in government 
are due to nepotism. It is a dangerous 
practice because— 


First, it puts many inefficient men 


and women in responsible positions. 
Even our best office holders are not 
capable to judge the fitness of their 
family and relatives for positions they 
are allowed to fill. No matter how 
fair-minded they are, or how honost 
they try to be, they are prejudiced in 
favor of their own kin. It takes a 
disinterested person to measure the 
ability of others. Relatives are usually 
put in the best paying pteses regar|- 


Second, it has brought about an 


ever growing trend - in 
the United 


States towards government participa- 
tion in more and more fields of en- 
deavor. In the early days of our 
Republic 
wo 
expected 
to 
help 


support the government, today we ex- 
pect the government to support us 
This is due in large part to nepotism 
For many years our best citizens have 
stood by and watched our worst cit- 
izens live in ease, through some form 
of public graft, that they have decided 
it is time for them to get their part, 


Third, it discourages the develop- 


ment of skill and the acquisition of 
knowledge. When we fail to recognize 
ability, we discourage initiative and 
destroy ambition. Much of the suc- 
cess of this counfry has been due to 
the readiness with which we recogniz- 
ed ability, regardless of where it was 
found. Nepotism' is destroying this 
highly needed factor in government 
agencies. When we place 
kinship 


above ability in filling public positions, 
we are undermining government ef- 
fcency. 


Fourth, 
it destroys confidence in 


our public officials. There is nothing 
that weakens the effectiveness of an 
administration more than for an of- 
ficial to place a number of his rel- 
atives on the public pay roll. The 
performance of relatives in positions 
of all kinds has been of such a na- 
ture, to cause the public to expect 
very little from them. 


Fifth, we and not the taxpayers are 


responsible for our family and rel- 
atives. If we feel that some of our 
Son are in need, we should fulfill our 
obligations out of our own resources. 
No one would censure an official for 
alloting a part of his own pay to any 
of his relatives, but we do object to 
them alloting a part of our tax money 
to them. 


Nepotism must be prohibited in 


order to increase confidence and ef- 
ficiency in government. The only 
remedy is through a law to prohibit 
any official from employing any of 
his relatives in places where they arc 
payed out of tax money

J. W. Graves, executive 
secretary of the All-Iowa Prohibition 
Emergency Committee, declared that 
"if the womanhood and farmers of 
Iowa register their opinion, victory is 
assured."

Judge E. G. Moon, co-chairman of 


the Iowa Repeal for Prosperity Com- 
mittee, declared ratification of repeal 
in Iowa "in our opinion will assure 
repeal of the Eighteenth amendment.

Jn voting to legalize 3.2 beer this

The present legislature has leaned 


toward repeal. The new 3.2 per cent 
beer was allowed to be sold .by vote 
of the lawmakers and another bill, 
which would permit sale of 6 per cent 
beer and wines if the dry law was 
repealed was passed by both houses. 
This bill awaits the signature or veto 
of Gov. John G. Winant.

The Evils of Nepotism 


(Third Prize ?1) 


Editor The Star: There is no single 


factor that has done more to bring 
democratic government into disrepute 
than nepotism. It as the general prac- 
tice in practically all of our divisions 
of government. The use of relatives in 
appointive positions todav is accept- 
ed by many as the proper thing. A 
large part of the evils in government 
are due to nepotism. It is a dangerous 
practice because— 


First, it puts many inefficient men 


and women in responsible positions. 
Even our best office holders are not 
capable to judge the fitness of their 
family and relatives for positions they 
are allowed to fill. No matter how 
fair-minded they are, or how honost 
they try to be, they are prejudiced in 
favor of their own kin. It takes a 
disinterested person to measure the 
ability of others. Relatives are usually 
put in the best paying pteses regar|- 


Second, it has brought about an 


ever growing trend - in 
the United 


States towards government participa- 
tion in more and more fields of en- 
deavor. In the early days of our 
Republic 
wo 
expected 
to 
help 


support the government, today we ex- 
pect the government to support us 
This is due in large part to nepotism 
For many years our best citizens have 
stood by and watched our worst cit- 
izens live in ease, through some form 
of public graft, that they have decided 
it is time for them to get their part, 


Third, it discourages the develop- 


ment of skill and the acquisition of 
knowledge. When we fail to recognize 
ability, we discourage initiative and 
destroy ambition. Much of the suc- 
cess of this counfry has been due to 
the readiness with which we recogniz- 
ed ability, regardless of where it was 
found. Nepotism' is destroying this 
highly needed factor in government 
agencies. When we place 
kinship 


above ability in filling public positions, 
we are undermining government ef- 
fcency. 


Fourth, 
it destroys confidence in 


our public officials. There is nothing 
that weakens the effectiveness of an 
administration more than for an of- 
ficial to place a number of his rel- 
atives on the public pay roll. The 
performance of relatives in positions 
of all kinds has been of such a na- 
ture, to cause the public to expect 
very little from them. 


Fifth, we and not the taxpayers are 


responsible for our family and rel- 
atives. If we feel that some of our 
Son are in need, we should fulfill our 
obligations out of our own resources. 
No one would censure an official for 
alloting a part of his own pay to any 
of his relatives, but we do object to 
them alloting a part of our tax money 
to them. 


Nepotism must be prohibited in 


order to increase confidence and ef- 
ficiency in government. The only

Bodenhamer Dies* 


EL DORADO, Ark.—(^-O. L. Bo- 


denhamer, 40, former .national com- 
mander of the American' Legion,, died 
in a Shrevepbrt hospital Monday night 
of bums sustained 12 hours earlier in 
an explosion on his oil-wells proper- 
ty at Henderson, Texas. 


Although known especially for his 


activities in the American Legion, 
Bodenhamer had been, active in the 
Business and civic life of El Dorado 
ever since removing here from Texas 
following his discharge from the army 
in 1919. 
Born at Goldthwaite, Texas, he at- 


tended two Texas colleges—Howard 
Payne and Baylor. After graduation 
[rom Baylor he became a professor of 
English at San Marcos College in Tex- 
as and also acted as athletic coach 
there a short time; 
, 


Enlisting in the army. in 1917 as a 


private, he was commissioned an of- 
ficer shortly afterward and was dis- 
charged from the 19th Infantry in 
1919 with the rank of major. 


Major Bodenhamer opened a real 


estate office here in 1921, about the 
time the oil field here began devel- 
oping. Previously he had been en- 
gaged in the real estate business in 
Florida for a time after 
the war. 


Branching out in hi* real estate busi" 
ness, he became engaged in oil busi- 
ness here and in Texas and Okla- 
homa. 
, 
In 1928, El Doradoans voted Major 


Bodenhamer their "most useful citi- 
zen" and presented him with a silver 
loving cup. 
He served as president of the State 


Real Estate Commission, had been an 
honorary member ' of the state Tax 
Commission and held other honorary 
offices. 
Major Bodenhamer took active part 


in state affairs, but sought public of- 
fice only once. This was last year 
when he made the race for a United 
States Senate seat in the Democratic 
primary. He polled more than 60,000 
votes and finished second to Mrs. Hat- 
tie W Caraway, who succeeded her 
husband, the late Senator T. H Cara- 
way. Major Bodenhamer led the field 
of six men who opposed Mrs, Cara-

Tomato Crop Only 
Fraction This Year 


Cantaloupes, Cut in Half 


Also—But Prices Are 


Much Better 


The tomato crop in northern Hemp- 


stead county, was estimated Tuesday 
by M. L. Nelson, Blevins produce and 
truck dealer, as only one-fifth of nor- 
mal. 
'; 


The shortage this season, Mr. Nel- 


son explained, is due to a smaller 
amount of acreage. The drop in price 
last season caused many farmers of 
the Blevins area to let their land 
stand qut, or to plant a different crop. 


Two carloads of tomatoes have been 


shipped from Blevins. From 12 to 16 
more cars are expected to be shipped 
before the season closes, which will 
be about two weeks from now. 


Harvesting of the tomato crop start- 


ed last week. Farmers are receiving 
from two ,to three one-half cents per 
pound. 


The cantaloupe crop, grown more 


extensively than any other truck crop 
in northern Hempstead county,. will 
start moving about July 1. 
t 


While 352 carloads of cantaloupes 


were shipped out of Blevins last year, 
the crop this season as setimated by 
Mr. Nelson will be about one-half. 
The carload lots are shipped to many 
cities of the United States. 


Reduction in acreage, due partly to 


last season's prices of truck crops and 
partly to weather 
conditions 
this 


spring, was given as a reason by Mr. 
Nelson for his forecast. 


Mr, Nelson expressed the opinion 


that prices of this year's crop would 
show a substantial gain from that of 
last summer.
